American General Led Daring Undercover

The Manpower Problem 


Between now and the end of the year 
34,000 men are to be called for service in 
the Canadian army. One call is to be made 
in November, the other in December. 

Both calls are to make up shortages. 
Somewhat more than 19,000 are required 
to make up the quotas for June, July and 
August. More than 14,000 are needed to 
complete the September requisition. 

Why these shortages? Basically be- 
cause Canada’s man-power is limited. A 
good many of those called were found to 
be medically unfit for army life. And the 
necessity of harvesting the crops forbad 
the immediate summoning of substitutes. 
The harvest season over, the empty places 
are to be filled. 

Whatever anyone might wish, or may 
have imagined, the fact has to be faced 
that men of military age and condition are 
getting scarce, Many more can be released 
as time passes by recruiting more women 
for war work and auxiliary services, But 
this number must be relatively small, and 
the process of substituting womanpower 
for manpower in industry requires time. 

A point to keep in mind is that a coun- 
try can support and properly arm fighting 

forces equal to only one-nineteenth of its 
population. Behind each soldier, sailor and 
airman, the authorities agree, there must 
be eighteen people working to keep the 


supplies rolling out.

Hitler’s Hand Forced 


As first results, the Allied coup in 
North Africa threw Vichy into panic and 
scared Rome into silence about the disaster 
that overtook its forces in the desert. 

Confronted by the fact of *Allied land- 
ings in Morocco and Algeria, the quislings 
at Vichy had to make a quick decision. 
They decided to fight, under orders from 
Steulpnagel; and thereby invited civil war 
in both those colonies and in France. 

Herr Hitler, suspecting Darlan and 
recognizing the liability of a complete col- 
lapse at Vichy, rushed his troops into un- 
occupied France, brushed the dummy cab- 
inet aside, and took charge. All France is 
thus brought under direct alien control. 

Petain, in a lucid interval, protested 
that this was in violation of the armistice. 
Of course it was, but Hitler was also within 
the contractual rights to which Petain had 
put his hand, For an over-riding clause in 
that two-way document of deception gave 
him the right to vary any of the terms at 
pleasure. Not that the Fuehrer would pay 
any attention to the terms in any case when 
faced with the stern necessity of bolstering 
the Mediterranean front. 

In taking over control of unoccupied 
France the Fuehrer has been obliged to do 
what he did not want to do. He has left that 
area unoccupied hitherto only because it 
was cheaper to govern it through the ob- 
sequious cabal at Vichy. Now he must gar- 
rison the area with German and Italian 
troops which are badly needed elsewhere, 
and in circumstances which will call for 
unusually strong suppression forces, 

France is thus brought back into the 
war. The supposedly ‘‘neutral” zone is now 
a war zone, as open to Allied attack as the 
hitherto occupied territory to the north, 
And in both areas the gathering popular 
hatred is liable to explode into open revolt. 
Civil war between the outraged masses 
and the Axis forces and pro-Axis element 
of the population is by no means unlikely. 

France has no government to lead or to 
direct a national course of action. It is a 
realm of chaos, where anything may hap- 
pen, Anything but mass submission to the 
Nazis, That Hitler cannot hope for, and the 
Allies have no cause to fear,

If the Rome radio stated the facts 


Italian troops have occupied the eastern 
provinces of France and were also moved 
into northern Tunisia, That will be a par- 
ticularly bitter pill for Frenchmen to swal- 
low. 

Mussolini was demanding Tunisia years 
before the war started; and he rushed 
troops into Savoie when France collapsed, 
to support his claim to*that territory also. 
For the sake of peace Hitler cleared the 
invaders out of eastern France when the 
armistice was arranged. Now they are 
back, with Hitler’s approval, and in Tunisia 
also, And back to stay unless and until they 
are ousted by Allied forces, it may be hoped 
with French assistance. 

Tunisia must be one important object- 
ive of United Nations forces which have 
Janded in Algeria—perhaps the chief ob- 
jective of the whole invasion of the French 
colonies. Only 80 miles from Sicily, it is the 
bridge-head from which the Mediterranean 
can be most easily crossed by water-borne 
troops. A good part of the reinforcements 
and supplies for Rommel were smuggled 
across that narrow strait and southward 
to Tripoli through the coastal waters of 
Tunisia—with the knowledge and consent 
of Laval. 

Undoubtedly there will be hard fighting 
for possession of this bridgehead. In Axis 
hands it would be an outpost guarding the 
easiest approach to Italy. In Allied contro] 
Bizerte would. be a base and a jumping-off 
place from which Axis shipping and naval 
craft could be harried east and west, and a 
jumping-off place for invasion forces 
bound for Europe, 

Landing italian troops in Tunisia would 
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seem more likely than anything else could 
be to make every Frenchman in North 
Africa actively and furiously pro-Ally, For 
if the Allies win, Tunisia will belong to 
France. If they should lose—the Italian 
troops would stay there. 

The occupation of France’s “neutral” 
zone by German forces was adding fresh 
wrong and humiliation to the outrages 
already imposed upon it’s unhappy people. 
But to send Italian forces into Savoie and 
Tunisia carries a meaning that no intelli- 
gent Frenchman can fail to understand. 
That must make French blood boil.

Manpower Claims of Army and Industry 


No Agency Empowered To 
Decide Between Rival 
Demands For Men 


By GRANT DEXTER 
OTTAWA,—To most people, the 
responsibility for co-ordinating the 
war effort would seem to lie with 
the government. The only man who 
can intervene as between depart- 
ments of government is the prime 


minister and the only body compe-| 


tent to decide as between the 


claims of Mr. Ralston for a bigger | 


army and Mr. Howe for more war 
industry, the cabinet. 

It is gradually becoming clearer, 
however, that Mr. King has no in- 
tention of exercising his authority 
and that the controlling group 
within the cabinet is firmly opposed 
to playing the role of arbiter. De- 
spite the rapid development of the 
manpower crisis, the prime minister 
and the cabinet have not given the 
slightest hint of accepting the job 
of co-ordination. 

The explanation, of course, lies 
largely in the realm of speculation. 


There are no public statements and} 


there has been no denial of inten- 
tion to co-ordinate. Careful inquiry 
and a_ review of Mr, 
speeches since the announcement 
of the plebiscite in last session's 
speech from the throne, indicate 
fairly clearly the reasons for lack 
of action, 

No Timidity 

It would appear to be wrong to 
assume that Mr. King is not keenly 
aware of the manpower situation. It 
it well known that cabinet has been 
wrestling with the problem almost 
ceaselessly since December, 1941. 

Nor is Mr. King’s attitude the re- 
sult of timidity or of procrastina- 
tion. On the contrary, his attitude 
appears to be deliberate and real- 
istic and to based upon his deter- 
mination to avoid undue peril to 
national unity, Unity, in Mr. King’s 
view, is the first essential of a 
maximum war effort.

After all, it would be utter folly 
for t#® French people to trust Pe- 
tain and Darlan and the rest of 
them just as it would be utter folly 
for the Allies to trust them. 

The unspeakable Laval prayed 
| publicly for an Axis victory. Petain 
declared publicly that he was be- 
hind Laval in everything he said 
and did. 

Darlan, Laval and Petain are in- 
herently anti-British. Their antag: 
onism to the British goes back as 
far as the last war, during which 
Petain’s bitterness against France's 
allies had to be sharply reproved 
by Marshal Foch and President 
Raymond Poincare. 

Moreover, Petain has been 
preaching for the past two years 
the necessity for the disciplinary 
factors of Hitler's policy. He not 
lonly accepted Germany's overlord- 
lship but welcomed it as a means, 
as he hypocritically declared, of 
“saving the soul of France.” 

So whatever bargain Petain and 
Darlan seek to make with the Unit- 
led Nations in their present ex- 
tremity, we will not be able to 
trust them. 

They are pro-Nazis in tempera- 
ment and policy. Just because 
their colleague Hitler has turned 
against them, as thieves always do 
fall out, is no reason to believe that 
they have acquired any new virtue, 


Moral Lesson 

The military effect of Vichy's 
collapse and the new freedom of 
Frenchmen to defend their national 
honor will be tremendous. 

The moral effect of this develop- 
ment will be even more tremend- 
ous. 
| For in every conquered country 
| of Europe new hope will arise like 
a flood-tide. 

The panic that has stricken the 
Axis today will indicate to every 
| subject nation the precarious na- 
ture of Hitler's hold on his con- 
quests. It will show how imposs- 
ible it is to maintain any measure 
of collaboration with Hitler and 
still hope for anything like fair 
treatment. 

For the one outstanding fact in 
the French situation is this: 

That Hitler, for all his boasts, 
| was unable to defend one inch of 
French soil beyond the continent 
of Europe. 

Axis prestige has suffered a ter- 
rifie blow. 

The conquered nations of Europe 
will know what to do about it.

Your Baby | 
And Mine |

It may be taken for granted, 
witnout argument, that there is no 
way of feeding a baby which offers | 
identically the same benefits as | 
ac breast-feeding. But, despite 
this conviction, a mother may be 
ali too conscious that her baby isn't 
Baining as he should; that he sleeps 
poorly and advertises by his fret- 
fulness his dissatisfaction with the 
world at large 

Is this excuse enough for wean 
ing the baby? It is not. One can 
still nurse the baby and make use 
of complementary formulas to plece 
out the breast-milk inadequacy 
Tre limited of a formula not 
only gives baby better nourishment 
but helps him to get used to arti- 
ficial feeding before he is com- 
relled to depend upon them entire- 
ly 

Complementary formulas are es 
pecially valuable during those first 
weeks of nursing before the breast 
supply is stabilized. They ease the 
mother’s fears when she herself is 
so weak and unfamiliar with baby 
that every uncharted cry fills her 
with panic. At least she can see by 
the milk she measures into a bottle 
that her baby not starving; a 
fact of which it is difficult to con- 
ceive when she is baby’s sole source 
of food 

Complementary feedings can be 
used when the baby’s gain is low; 
when he cannot wait for the full 
interval between feedings, or when 
he shows by both of these symp. | 
toms that he is really hungry 

It is unwise to offer complement- 
ary formulas between two regular 
nursings, as that cuts the feeding 
interval in half and is a burden to 
the baby's digestion. Neither is it 
wise to offer alternate breast and 
bottle feedings as that is the first 
tlep in weaning the baby. The best 
results are achieved when the 
baby is fed regularly at the breast 
every four hours and this feeding 
is followed immediately by a bottle | 
of prepared formula. From. this 
botUe the baby should be allowed 
to take as much as he wants, just 
as if he were nursing. The reason 
for this is simple. Some _ breast- 
feedings are more generous than 
others, and after such feedings the 
baby will wan® less milk to satisfy | 
his appetite. And at scanty feed. | 
ings he will want more, 

Let him drink what he wishes, 
turning away when filled to reple- 
tion, It can become apparent very 
shortly just the naximum amount 
of formula the baby will accept at 
any one feeding , 

The real advantage of comple- 
mentary formulas is that when the 
breast supply is stabilized and| 
baby can get all he wants of that, 
he wil! automatically drop bottle 
feedings. This happens too often to 
be mere coincidence

Many people who are hungry for 
| the taste of fresh fruit use it before 


bedtime solely because of the pleas- 
ure they derive from eating it. 
Others, who have found by ex- 
perience that the use of fruit in 
this manner will prevent constipa- 
tion, use it regularly and report 
considerable benefit from the prac- 
tice 
The habit of taking fruit last 
think at night as a preventer of 
consiipation is most likely to sue- 
ceed in cases of atonic constipation 
in which the colon is relaxed and 
lazy. In such cases the bulk or 
roughage contained in the fruit may 
have a desirable stimulating effect 
In many countries it was custom- 
ary to use six or eight meals dur- 
ing the day, and although I do not 
advocate overeating. it seems that 
| these people did well, providing the 
meals were not too large. Those 
wishing t» adopt a somewhat simi- 
lar scale of eating will find that 
whenever more than three meals a 
day are used, it is a good plan to 
make the bedtime meal of fruit 
The average meal leaves the 
|stomach in about four hours, and 
for this reason all heavy meals 
should be spaced at least four or 
five hours apart. Fruit, when used 
alone, will leave the stomach more 
| rapidly 


Those who become hungry before | 


going to bed may use one kind of 
fresh fruit with benefit, Oranges, 
apples, pears, and similar fruits 
may be taken and it is generally 
possible to enjoy a good night's 
sleep after their use, whereas if 
heavier or richer foods are 
they may interfere with slumber. 

It is my belief that while fruit 
is one of our most valuable foods, 
it is best taken by itself, or with 
milk, and should not as a general 
rule be taken with meals contain- 
ing starches. When fruit is com- 
bined with starch, the acid of the 
fruit seems to hinder the digestion 
of the starch, and the individual 
{does not derive the same amount 
of good which would be derived 
when the fruit and starch are used 
separately. 

I find that when | question pa- 
tients, those who complain that they 
can not use fruit because it makes 
so much gas will generally be found 
to be in the habit of mixing the 
fruit with a starchy meal. As soon 
as they learn to separate the fruit 
and starchy meals, they frequently 
notice they are able to handle the 
fruit with perfect ease. 

One of the beauties about using 
fruit last thing at night is that there 
is a golden opportunity to take the 
| fruit when other food has emptied 
jou. of the stomach, hence when 
| there is the best chance of its being 


well digested without any trouble!

| When using fruit before bedtime, 
| try to space it so that the fruit is 
not taken any sooner than three or 
four hours after the dinner meal, 
In this way you will get all of the 
| healthful effects of the fruit with 
out interfering with the digestion 
of the preceding meal. 

If you are hungry before going 
to bed, get into the habit of help 
ing yourself to an apple, an orange, 
or a pear, This is a good health 
habit and one which should prove 
of real benefit to you.

CADOMIN, Alta, Nov. 12.— 
CP)— Provincial mining author- 
ities began an ‘nvestigation last 
night into the fatal gassing of 
two miners and the narrow 
escape of two others following a 
“bump” deep in the workings of 
the Cadomin Coal Company's 
mine, the second fatal accident 
in the same shift within three 
months. 

William Goodwin of Edson, min- 
ing inspector for the district, 
rived at this mining centre 200 
miles west of Edmonton to probe 
circumstances surrounding the 
asphyxiation of fireboss Robert 
Muir, 57, and timberman Charles 
Swanson, 64, and the escape of two 
others who were overcome but 
dragged to safety by fellow 
n.iners 


NO STATEMENT 

officials refused to 
issue a statement on the accident 
in the No. 9 panel of the mine 
where five miners were killed last 
August when pent-up water burst 
into the level and raced peal 
the workings. 

(At Ecmonton however, chief 
inspector of mines A, A. Millar 
said he had been informed that 
the “bump"”—a_ shifting in the 
mine workings—had__ released 
methine gas into the No. 9 
panel of the mine where several 
men were working. 

‘He said company officials told 
him. Swanson had apparently been 
slow in get ifter the gas 
warning had been given. It is be 
lieved Fireboss Muir went back into 
the shaft to hurry Swanson and was 
himself overcome by the gas.)
